LOOK FORWARD, ANGELS 


by Richard Maney 
(Taken from the New York Herald-Tribune) 


Now that July is behind it, the theatre faces the impending season with beguiling 
optimism. Nothing that may menace it before New Year’s Eve can be so numbing as 
the fright it has just experienced. For the month named for Julius Caesar is the metro- 
politan theatre’s mortal enemy. Its potential for box-office havoc reduces*to phantoms 
the threats of television, scrabble and night trotting races. It’s in July that the theatre 
quaffs wormwood. Its odea become echo chambers, their seats shrouded and their hush 
shattered only by the pad of the night watchman on his solitary patrol. 

Though July’s blight is inherent and chronic, its malignancy always astonishes those 
it sears. Given to self-hypnosis and a prey to wishful thinking, theatre people choose to 
ignore past performances. A glance over their shoulder might freeze their marrow. 

Seven rnusicals and three comedies survived the most recent of these lethal moons, 
but all save “My Fair Lady” and “Bells Are Ringing” suffered fiscal abrasions and ‘con- 
tusions. Half of those that answered the August 1 roll call stiffened to attention in oxygen 
tents. Confirming its sui generis status, this was the second July through which the lyric 
“Pygmalion” careened unscathed. It was not of the seasonal rashes that bedevil its rivals. 

If Broadway was desolate, it was a thing of splendor compared to other stricken rial- 
tos. Throughout July no Equity member was heard in the theatres of Boston, Philadel- 
phia and Chicago. Of all our cities beyond the Hudson, only San Francisco and Los An- 
geles escaped the famine. The screen capital was rejoicing in Mary Martin in “South 
Pacific” while the Golden Gate echoed with cheers for the duplication of “My Fair Lady,” 
with Brian Aherne and Anne Rogers as its Henry Higgins and Eliza Doolittle. 

Are these melancholy statistics unredeemed? Not quite. The theatre is a contrary 
witch. It seethes with paradox. Though July dismayed producers and theatre owners, 
it was a boon to the actor. Thanks to the 154 summer theatres which litter the land, 3,500 
of Equity’s 9,500 members were employed, an all-time high. This total tops by 1,000 those 
engaged at the peak of the New York season. To be sure, the wages of the players in 
the straw-hats are not commensurate with their winter worth; but this hot weather serv- 
ice provides them with food, shelter and audiences, the three essentials of those who 
elect to live dangerously. 

Three essentials did I say? There’s a fourth. Optimism. It’s what the theatre faces 
the new season with. Remember? 

The theatre’s confidence in the days to come can be proved mathematically. Some 
150 productions have been announced and rumored. Ninety of these will never find a 
platform. Some were heralded in the hope of arousing the speculative. Some were the 
product of the fourth Martini. Some will be jettisoned through inability to raise the 
necessary moolah. 

Some have been annc'nced each August for the past five years. Others will be de- 
layed or abandoned because of the theatre shortage. With such a plethora of candidates 
for twenty-eight theatres, derailments become epidemic. Ifs, too, are epidemic. They 
hedge the animation of half the adventures bruited. “If I can get Tallulah,’ “If Howard 
Cullman puts up twenty grand,” “If I can get the Music Box,” “If we can bring it in be- 
fore the holidays,” “If I can bag Kazan,” “If the author rewrites the second act,” “If 
Garbo would play the Creole mother and Charles Boyer the submarine captain’”—these 
are sample alibis of the defeated. 

The season’s certainties, barring out-of-town collapse of atomic fall-out, are the plays 
and musicals assured New York theatres. Only the rash or the inexperienced go into re- 
hearsal without a guaranteed roof. Since theatre proprietors are suspicious of unknown 
characters, preference is shown established producers and to works whose star or author 
fascinates theatre-party hawkers. Because of these restrictions the tyro, be he author 
or producer, has tough going. 
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If the ’57-’58 season follows recent patterns, thirty-five of the entrants will be new 
plays, ten will be musicals and fifteen revivals. Still following recent patterns, there will 
be a minimum of creative writing and plotting. The authors have ransacked the libraries 
and the past. We’ll see plays derived from Thomas Wolfe’s “Look Homeward, Angel,” 
Meyer Levin’s “Compulsion,” Amanda Vail’s “Love Me Little,’ Nathanael West’s “Miss 
Lonelyhearts,”’ and musicals quarried from Irving W. Phillips’ “Caricature,” Max Beer- 
bohm’s “Zuleika Dobson” and Richard Bissell’s “Say, Darling.” 

In their search for ready-made story and characters, authors have trafficked with 
the theatre’s ancient foe, the screen, “Monique” is a variation on the French film “Dia- 
bolique,” while “The Captain’s Paradise’ will mirror the Alec Guinness picture of} the 
same name—to music. 


Tombs have been violated in search of material. Moliere’s “Le Medecin Malgre Lui” 
is to undergo song-and-dance treatment under a title that may cause France’s great actor 
and dramatist to rise in protest from his grave in the Cemetery of St. Eustache: “Speak, 
Lucinda.” 


Due, too, are a spate of imports. Notable among these are Peter Ustinov’s “Romanoff 
and Juliet,” Noel Coward’s “Nude With Violin,” Dylan Thomas’ ‘Under Milk Wood,” Jean 
Anouilh’s “Time Remembered” and John Osborne’s “Look Back in Anger.” 


It’s the guess of your correspondent that the new season will surpass the one we’ve 
recently escaped, in quality if not in quantity. It promises excitement andj conitroversy. 
Any semester that offers new plays by William Saroyan (“Cave Dwellers”), William Inge 
(“The Dark at the Top of the Stairs’) and Carson McCullers (“The Square Root of Won- 
derful’) and that assures us performances by Siobhan McKenna and Julie Harris and 
Helen Hayes can’t be shrugged off. Even now, speculation is rife as to the model for 
“the richest girl in the world, harassed by sycophants and parasites,” the theme for 
Thomas Phipps “Four Winds,” which will introduce English star Anne Todd. Speculation 
is rife, too, about Judith Anderson. Will she undertake “Hamlet” as threatened? I want 
to be in the audience the night Judith first confronts her sire’s shade on the battlements 
of Elsinore. 


When will the new season be unmasked? Barring overnight entries, on September 
10 when T. C. Jones, female impersonator, will set up shop at the Golden. Draw your ~ 
Gwn moral from this intelligence.

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ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


Thornton Wilder was born April 17, 
1897, in Madison, Wisc., where his father 
was editor of the Wisconsin State Journal. 
When he was nine years old, his father 
went to China where he was American 
consul-general at Hong Kong for three 
years and at Shanghai for five years. 
Thornton, meanwhile attended high school 
in Chefoo, China. Upon his return to 
America in 1914, he continued his edu- 
cation in California. He attended Oberlin 
College from 1915 to 1917, and served as 
a corporal in the Coast Artillery Corps 
at Narragansett Bay in 1918. After receiv- 
ing his A.B. from Yale in 1920, he studied 
at the American Academy in Rome for 
two years.

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In 1921, he became a house master and 
teacher at Lawrenceville (N.J.) School 
where he remained for seven years. He 
received an M.A. at Princeton in 1925. De- 
termined to write for pleasure rather than 
profit, he wrote “The Cabala” (1925), a 
novel about a group of sophisticates in 
Rome. The book enjoyed a critical suc- 
cess here and in London, but its sale was 
small, its appeal limited. 

“The Bridge of San Luis Rey” (1927) a 
philosophical novel, became a best-seller, 
won a Pulitzer Prize, and gave Wilder an 
international reputation. 


“The Angel That Troubled The Waters” 
(1928) is a collection of short, poignant 
dramatic moments crystallized into tiny 
three-minute plays. In 1928 Wilder gave 
up his teaching duties at Lawrenceville 
and went to Europe, where he spent a 
year writing a third novel, “The Woman 
of Andros” (1930). 


From 1930-36, he had a lecturing post 
at the University of Chicago, which kept 
him busy only six months of each year. 
He published a volume of one-act plays 
under the title “The Long Christmas Din- 
ner” (1931) and two novels, “Heavens My 
Destination” (1935) and “The Ides of 
March” (1948). 


Two of his dramas have been awarded 
Pulitzer Prizes: “Our Town” (1938) and 
“The Skin of Our Teeth” (1943). The 
latter play was chosen (as the non-musical 
most representative of the American The- 
atre’s accomplishments) to be presented as

Goldbergs are now being produced and 
syndicated by Guild Films for national 
distribution, an exciting prospect for the 
star. “It’s like a whole new career,” she 
says. 

Mrs. Berg was born in New York City 
as the century began. In her teens, she 
wrote short dialogues and short stories, 
the beginning of her writing and the 
genesis of the ‘““Goldbergs.” 

An early marriage to British-born Lewis 
Berg, a chemical engineer, took Gertrude 
to a Louisiana sugar plantation, where she 
lived for several years. Back in New 
York, they raised their children, Cherney 
and Harriet. 

In the late twenties, Mrs. Berg returned 
to school for college courses she had fore- 
gone on marrying, at the same time ex- 
ploring outlets for her creative talents. 
A fellow student took her to a radio net- 
work executive, for whom she read one 
of her scripts. He said he’d put the show 
on the air as a series, if she would play 
the leading role. 

“The Rise of the Goldbergs”’ was the 
name of the show, which premiered in 
1929 and prompted a stream of 5,000 
scripts through 1946. Gertrude decided to 
take a vacation that year. During her 
“rest period” she penned “Me and Molly,” 
which became a Broadway hit of 1947, and 
the screen play for “Molly” which Para- 
mount released in 1948. 

Fed up with resting, she brought “The 
Goldbergs” to TV in 1949 for a five year 
run. Other dramatic programs claimed 
her services during this period and an 
autobiographical play nearly completed. 
Mrs. Berg has turned out over 15,000,000 
words as an author and given over 10,000 
performances as an actress. 


Her accurate eye and ear preserve and 
translate every personal incident into 
material for her series. When she mur- 
murs about some happening: “I wish that 
were happening to me,” her family re-

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plies, “It will, dear.” And it does, to Molly 
Goldberg. 

Gertrude does her writing early in the 
morning, leaving the afternoons for re- 
hearsals and the evenings for her family. 
Her grandchildren recently became her 
chief topic of conversation. As chairman 
of the Women’s Division of the Sister 
Kenny Foundation, her home is frequent- 
ly filled with co-workers and contributors. 

In 1952, the Bergs adopted two war 
orphans who reside in Europe with foster 
families. One youngster is a ten year old 
Italian boy, the other a twelve year old 
French girl, whom they visit almost every 
year. 

Today, Mrs. Berg divides her time be- 
tween a Park Avenue apartment and a 
160 year old house in Westchester, where 
she turns gardener and chef on weekends. 
Her hazel eyes dance as she describes her 
latest horticultural achievements. 

“God has been good to me,’ Gertrude 
Berg says fervently. “Anything I can do 
in return is small payment indeed.”
